of One of the Greatest Intellectual Men of 


the Age—Last Words of the Pontiff 


Were a Benediction. 


Rome, July 20, 4:20 p. m.—The Pope died 


shortly after 4 o'clock this afternoon. His last 
moments were compartively peaceful and pain 
less, and were preceded by a period of insensr 
bility. Around the bed-side at the final moment 
were the cardinals, the relatives and the mem- 
bers of the papal court. Befoie lapsing into un- 
consciousness the dying Pontiff feebly moved his 
lips, and his last articulate words were those 
used in bestowing a benediction. 


Gradually the shadow of death spread over 


the Pontiff, his extremities became cold, his 
features assumed the fixed rigidity of death, and 
Dr. Lapponi noted his last fluttering heart-beats, 
which gradually became slower and slower, until 
they finally stopped. 


The news of the Pope's death spread rapidly 


throughout Rome, and caused a 'most profound 
sensation. 
The whole city is in mourning. 


Europe Received News via New York. 


London, July 20.—Europe received the first 


news of the death of the Pope through a dispatch 
to Renter's agency from the Associated 
Press 


office in New York. At half past six this evening 
with the exception of the Havas agency, in Paris, 
no other European agency had news of the event.

WHOLE LIFE OF 


THE LATE POPE 


Was Faithfully and Eventfully Devoted to the 


Sacred Cause of His Church. 


(CofttiatMd M pdt «.) 


His late Holiness was bo?;i at Car- 


ph'nto in the diocese of Anagui, in 
the papal states, on March 2, 1S10, 
being christened under the name 3f 
Joachim 
Vincent. The 
society of 


Jesus, which it was afterwards the 
first care of his pontificate to restore 
to its ancient position in the councils 
of the church, waa entrusted with his 
education, young Pecci being sent 
the age of eight yeare to the Jesuit 
college at Viberbo. where he remain- 
ed until his fourteenth year. At this 
time his mother died and he shortly 
afterwards proceeded to Rome to con- 
tinue his studies at the Jesuit college 
in that city. When he was eighteen 
years old he secured the first prize 
for chemistry and physics. His apti- 
tude for natural science, however, in 
no way int«*fered with his taste for 
literature and classical studies, and 
even in those early days he was re- 
markable for the elegance and purity 
of his latin, which subsequently found 
such notable expression not only In 
his 
encyclicals 
and 
ecclesiastical 


work but In the higher 
plane 
of 


poetry. He obtained, in 1831, the de> 
gree of doctor of divinity and enter- 
ed the academy of Noble Ecelesas- 


I tics to study law and diplomacy an;3 
! thus qualify himself for joining what 
| may be termed the papal diplomatic 
| service and become conversant with 


] the system 
of the spiritual govern- 


,'ment. It is from the rank of this of- 
ficial body that, in these days, a new 
Pontiff is almost invariably chosen. 


In 1837 Joachim Pecci received the 


sub-diaconate and diaconate and oa 
March 14. of the same year Gregory 
XVI made him a domestic prelate, 
his first promotion, with the title of 
Monsignor. 
On December 23. 1837, 


he was ordained priest by Cardinal 
Odescalchi, savins his first mass in 
the chapel of St. Stanislaus at the 
Jesuit 
Noviciate 
of St. 
Andrea. 


Early In 1838 Mgr. Pecc! was named 
govornor of the papal province of 
Benevento and, like Sixtus V, busied 
himself 
with 
the 
suppression 
of 


brigandage. In connection with this 
v/crk the following story was told of 
Mgr. 
Pecci. A certain marquis call- 


ed one day to protest against what he 
considered the interference of thn 
governor and informed the latter that 
he was just starting for Rome to pro- 
cure his recall.
